PIELP  GLASSES  OR  PRISM  BINOCULARS-,  TELESCOPES,  AITO  TAXIDSRiaSTS '  ANP 

GEl^RAL-  NATURALISTS'  SUPPLIES   - 

The  terms  field  glasses  and  prismi  binoculars,  although  referring  to  differ- 
ent instruments,  have  come  to  be  used  interchangeably,  and  are  so  used  here. 

The  amiateur  bird  watcher  will  find  that  oioera  glasses,  though  an  aid,  fall 
short  of  providing  sufficient  enlargem.ent  for  identification.   It  does  not  pay 
to  buy  cheap,  low-power  glasses  when  investing  in  a  new  pair.   We  recommend  the 
purchase,  therefore,  through  reliable  sources,  of  a  pair  of  not  lower  than  6-, 
7-,  or  8~power  prismi  binoculars  having  as  wide  a.  fie].d  of  vision  as  Dossible. 

As  binoculars  are  expensive  it  is  much  better  to  comnare  several  pairs  and 
makes  before  buying.   Many  advanced  bird  students  sur^-nlemient  field  glasses  -"ith 
a  telescope  because  of  its  long  range  and  greater  m:agnificaticns ,  desnite  the 
need  of  setting  up  a  tripod  or  rest  for  its  use.      ■'"  ■
